Once again I am offering hand dug, hand cleaned 
and hand graded bulbs at rock bottom prices. In 
these days of the deprecjated dollar, gladiolus buibs 
are the best buy in the world. 


Large bulbs bloom several weeks earlier than 
the smaller ones, produce a larger flower which 
commands a higher price, and are usually the most 
profitable for the commercial grower. Medium 
bulbs of most varieties will give an excellent but 
somewhat shorter flowerhead. Nearly all small 
bulbs will bloom if planted early, and all will make 
large bulbs for the following year. 


Unless otherwise noted after the description of 
a variety, the price of all bulbs will be as follows.

ANNAMAE. Early white that is really white. An 
easy glad to grow for it is naturally straight. 
ASTRID. Topnotch rose with deeper throat. Right- 
ly rated one of the very best. 

AUREOLE. Tall, ruffled yellow that is very pleas- 
ing in both form and color. 

BIG TOP. Immense light salmon with dark blotch. 
Tall and striking. A real eye arrester. 

BIKINI. Vivid orange with purple blotch. Me- 
dium height but a truly dazzling color. 

BITTERSWEET. Somewhat similar to Bikini in 
color but taller and slightly larger. 

BLACK PHANTOM. Extra tall, very dark red. 
Buds almost black. Very popular. 


BLESSED DAMOSEL. Exceptionally beautiful 
light rose of a clear pastel shade. Large flow- 
ered. Rather late bioomer, 

BUCKEYE BRONZE. Unquestionably the best 
smoky bronze. Well ruttled, a fine grower and 
very popular. 

BOLERO. Brownish orange with darker blotch. 
Lacinated and rultied petats. A snappy smoky. 

BOUTON d’OR. Golden yellow with a double row 
placement. A good yellow for commercial use. 

BURMA. Many people tell us that our strain of 
Burma is superlative. Notning else quite like 
this deep rose. One of the most beautiful glads 
but at its best from large bulbs. 

CHERBOURG. Tall growing, medium rose of a 
lively shade. 

CONCORD. Early. Grape purple with brilliant 
sheen. 

CONN. YANKEE. Light pink with scarlet blotch. 
Many large blooms open at once. 

CORONA. Rugged growing white with pink bor- 
der on petal edges. 

COVER GIRL. Tall pink which is very satisfac- 
tory. 

DAISY MAE. Orange pink with darker blotch. 
First class In every way. 

DEBORAH SAMPSON. Pastel light buff on a 
strong growing plant. Ten open blooms is not 
uncommon. One of the best light pastels. 

DIEPPE. Wonderfully impressive salmon red.

Opens eight medium 
sized purple blooms on a long, wiry flowerhead.

Different shade of rosy la- 
vender. Has some misplaced blooms, but the 
color is grand. Well liked by florist. 

GEN. EISENHOWER. Always a winner. Huge 
begonia pink. One of the best from Holland. 

A reliable medium yellow 
which we grow in quantity for our cutflower

GOLDEN STATE. Tall, deep yellow which o- 
pens a large number of good sized blooms at 
once.

Highly rated scarlet that is well liked 
by growers. 


NEW EUROPE. Orange red. Brightest color 
imaginable. Big flowers. Placement not al- 
ways perfect but is showy and good. 


ORIENTAL PEARL. Huge flowered cream. Flo- 
rets often measure 8 inches. Tall erect spikes. 
Many times a blue ribbon winner. 
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OCTOBER SUNSHINE. Brilliant light orange. 
Some misplaced florets but color makes it worth- 
while. 

PANDORA. Very nice bulf pink. Graceful, shape- 
ly and good. 

PARTHIENA. Rosy mauve. Large florets of a 
pleasing shade on fine tall spikes. 

PHANTOM BEAUTY. Warm light pink which 
will open ten or more on a perfect spike. Extra 
nice. 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN. Large flowered light pink 
that is well liked by garden visitors. 

PURPLE SUPREME. Extra tall. Straight grow- 
ing deep purple with a brilliant sheen. Fine 

in every way. 

RED CHARM. The standard red. Medium deep 
shade.

ROSE RUFFLES. Salmon rose with immense 
blooms on a straight spike. 


ROYAL WINDSOR. Very bright spectrum red. 
Unusual but really beautiful color. Distinctly 
worth while. 


SALMAN’S GLORY. Tall growing cream with 
yellow edged red blotch. An extra good glad. 


SHERWOOD. Velvety purple, shading to deeper 
purple in the throat. Well ruffled blooms on 
tall, straight spikes. 


SIBONY. Giant lavender on immense spikes. 
Heavy show winner and a general favorite. 


SILVER WINGS. One of the best whites. Well 
ruffled, vigorous grower. Good placement and 
tall spikes. What more could one ask? 


SNOWBANK. Late, clear white that is an ex- 
cellent commercial. Medium and small sizes 
only. 


SNOW PRINCESS. Early, brilliant white. A 
good white and valuable because of its earliness. 


SPINDRIFT. Exhibition type ruffled white that 
is very nice. Opens a large number of blooms 
at once. Large bulbs only. 


SPOTLIGHT. For an all around yellow we like 
this better than any other yellow we grow. Not 
spectacular, but a mighty good glad. 


SPIC AND SPAN. In the brief time since its in- 
troduction this ruffled salmon pink has probably 
won more prizes than any other variety. Will o- 
pen 10-12 blooms at once on an always straight 
spike. A really sensational glad. I have a very 
large stock of this and can quote special prices 
on lots of several thousands of any size. The 
bulbs are clean and healthy and unforced. 


STOPLIGHT. Flashing red that always stops 
traffic in our gardens. An extra good red. 


SUPREME BEAUTY. Large fiowered deep pink 
with lighter throat. Distinctive color and always 
perfectly placed florets. 

SUSQUEHANNA. Light rose or peach buff. Wil 
open 12 blooms from large bulbs. Recommend- 
ed highly.
